The inventions in the following claims of the subject application should not be 
granted a patent under the provision of Patent Law Article 29(2) since they could 
have been easily made by persons who have common knowledge in the technical 
field to which the inventions pertain, on the basis of the inventions described in the 
publications listed below which were published in Japan or foreign countries prior 
to the filing of the subject application. 



With regard to claims 1 , 1 0, 11 , and 20 
Cited documents 1 and 2 
Remarks: 

In the cited document 1 , it is described that a readable/writable storage device 
is mounted on a housing, the storage device stores the information on the nature 
of a print head (corresponding to "non-updated data") and on the relative quantity 
of ink (corresponding to "updated data") updated regularly (from upper right-hand 
section, line 13 to lower left-hand section, line 4 and from lower left-hand section, 
line 20 to lower right-hand section, line 11 in page 3). 

Comparing the invention in claims 1, 10, 11, and 20 with the invention 
described in the cited document 1 , there is the difference in that the invention in 
claims 1 , 10, 11 , and 20 have a storage area that stores updated data with data 
size of integral, multiple of 8-bit while there is not such description in the cited 
document 1 (Although it is described that at least part of non-updated data is 
stored in the combination of data sizes other than integral multiple of 8-bit, the 
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description means only that data size of non-updated data may be any value, and 
this may be designed by a person skilled in the art as appropriate). 

The above difference is discussed below. In the cited document 2, it is 
described to write 1-byte data received from the host into the RAM without 
modification (paragraphs [0029]). 

Therefore, a person skilled in the art could have easily made the invention in 
claims 1 , 10, 11 , and 20 by writing data into the memory with data size used during 
transmission of data, as the invention described in the cited document 2, in the 
invention of the cited document 1 . 

With regard to claims 2-7, 1 2-1 7, and 1 9

Remarks: 

In the invention of the cited document 1, which information to be stored in the 
storage device and the order of storing may be designed by a person skilled in the 
art as appropriate. 

For the rest, see the above description on claims 1 , 10, 11, and 20. 

With regard to claims 8 and 1 8 
Cited documents 1 -3 
Remarks: 

In the cited document 3, the serial transfer type EEPROM, which transfers 
address and data by one bit in clock synchronism, is described (paragraph [0006]). 

Therefore, a person skilled in the art could have easily made the invention in 
claims 8 and 18 by combining the inventions described in the cited documents 1-3.
